The former German airficid at Dammschen Lals, north of the Szezecin« 
Altdarm railway, has been commletely rebuilt and is now Poland's 

Jarpest and best airfield for land and seaplanes. A creat deal of 
material (remir parts for planes, bombs, and sasoline) is brought 

to the field by railway and in largs transport planes, About 150 
bombers anc 30 fichters are stationed at the field. There are 2700 
soldiers, many of them Polish, The 600-nan labor foree is made up 

of Germans who live in S,czecin and Altdarm. The road to Altdam has 
been moved, as shown in the sketch. The Ssczecin-Altdarm rallvay bridges 
has been repaired with timbers and is now usable. 


The Russians have 150 tanks at the KErechower Meld. These ara ent 
just behind the Canbray barracks in Glambecker Forest. The soldiers 
quartered here are Mongols. There is also a division staff at the 
barracks (see sketch). 


There is one Polish infantry regiment in the barracks between Glanbeoker 
Forest and Ssezecin, one at. Alt-Torney and Neu-Torney, and another 4% 
the Vendor? barracks. 


At Glstow (south of Ssezecin), there is a Polish officers! school with 
about 80 students.:
